Claim 14 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,992,026. 

Claim 18 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 22 of U.S. Patent No. 6,992,026. 

Claim 26 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being impatentable over claim 3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,992,026. 

Claim 29 is rejected imder the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 22 of U.S. Patent No. 6,992,026.
